Believing that the right way to success in a 
school is for each class to be responsible for a 
certain amount of work, to be kept up hut sup- 
plemented in the next, and thinking that after 
a knowledge of the Latin Accidence the next 
step should be to learn a few of the most im- 
portant Kules in Syntax, illustrated by examples, 
I have ventured to compile this little book. At 
the same time I have added a number of Grammar 
papers suited to boys of the same ealihre, feeling 
how important it is that boys should do a grammar 
paper at least once a week, and having hitherto 
had to waste a considerable amount of time in 
dictating them. At the end are a few Hints and 
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Idioms, which, .when the rest of the book has been 
finished, may prove useful in preparing a boy for 
more difficult exercises. Should this prove suc- 
cessful, I intend compiling a Second Part, dealing 
with the more advanced rales, upon the same 
principle.
